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Garment  Companies  May  Move  To  South  Boston

A  new  garment  district  relo¬ 
cated  lock,  stock  and  barrel  from 
Chinatown  to  the  old  Army  Base 
in  South  Boston  could  be  a  reality 
within  less  than  a  year,  according 
to  Murton  Sudalter,  a  garment 
company  owner  and  chairperson 
of  the  newly  formed  Garment 
Industry  Relocation  Association 
(GIRA). 

“If  the  federal  government  sells 
the  building  at  something  reas¬ 
onable  (to  the  city)  and  if  we  (the 
garment  owners)  can  afford  the 
rental,  then  we  could  be  moving  in 
by  middle  to  late  1982.  So  it’s  less 


Southeast  Asian  Bilingual 
Program:  An  Issue  of  Equal 
Educational  Opportunities

Though  Boston  public  schools 
have  been  in  session  for  nearly 
two  months,  the  Southeast  Asian 
bilingual  program  at  English  High 
School  continues  to  suffer  from 
insufficient  staffing,  over  enroll¬ 
ment,  and  inadequate  academic 
programming. 

“According  to  the  students, 
they  were  only  instructed  in 
English  as  a  second  language  and 
mathematics  in  translation.  For 
the  rest  of  the  day  they  took  craft 
courses.  That  means  that  all  their 
other  academic  courses  have  been 

on  hold  for  the  time  being,”  said 

Susan  Fung,  Asian  Field  Coordin¬ 
ator  of  the  City  wide  Parents’  Ad¬ 
visory  Council  (CP AC). 

Since  the  beginning  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  many  of  the  Asian  bilingual 
programs  -  Chinese,  Vietnamese, 
and  Southeast  Asian  -have  had  to 
contend  with  the  shortage  of  bil¬ 
ingual  teachers,  teachers  aides, 
oversized  classes,  and  limited  sup¬ 
plies.  After  two  months,  some  of 
these  problems  are  slowly  being 
remedied  in  the  Chinese  and  Viet¬ 
namese  programs. 

KENT  ELEMENTARY:  As  of 
October  26,  the  Kent  Elementary 
School  in  Charlestown  has  added 
two  Chinese  bilingual  teachers 
and  one  Chinese  aide  to  its  staff. 
Qualified  bilingual  teachers  are 
now  in  charge  of  all  of  the  seven 
Chinese  bilingual  classes  in  the 
school. 

BRIGHTON  HIGH:  Accor¬ 
ding  to  James  O'Connor,  who 
heads  the  bilingual  department  at 
Brighton  High  School,  four  addi¬ 
tional  bilingual  Vietnamese  teach¬ 
ers  and  one  aide  have  been  hired 
since  September.  The  172 
Vietnamese-proficient  students  in 
the  program  are  now  being  taught 
by  a  staff  of  six  certified  bilingual 
teachers.  The  request  for  one 
additional  teacher  has  been  sent  to 
the  Deputy  Superintendent’s  Of¬ 
fice.  When  this  seventh  teacher  is 
hired,  the  student-teacher  ratio 
for  the  Vietnamese  bilingual  pro¬ 
gram  at  Brighton  High  will  be  in 
accordance  with  the  state  regu- 
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than  a  year  away  if  all  the  num¬ 
bers  are  right,”  said  Sudalter. 

The  GIRA  was  formed  to  facil¬ 
itate  movement  of  the  garment 
companies  from  the  Chinatown 
area  to  the  Army  Base  if  and  when 
the  move  becomes  a  reality.  Each 
member  of  GIRA,  which  includes 
garment  company  owners, 
government  officials,  garment 
union  representatives  and  China¬ 
town  community  representatives, 
has  contributed  $400  to  hire  a  full¬ 
time  consultant  to  work  for  GIRA 
during  the  relocation  process.  An 
additional  $10,000  has  been  pro¬ 
vided  by  Tufts  -  New  England 
Medical  Center  (T  -NEMC)  for 


the  consultant’s  salary. 

The  consultant  will  represent 
the  interests  of  the  GIRA  during 
negotiations  with  other  parties, 
prepare  a  report  on  the  physical 
requirements  of  relocation  and 
also  do  a  study  on  the  costs  in¬ 
volved  in  moving. 

In  addition  to  the  physical  and 
financial  needs  of  relocation, 
Glenn  Hutloff,  a  member  of  the 
GIRA  Advisory  Committee  and  a 
Chinatown  community  represen¬ 
tative,  stressed  the  importance  of 
providing  for  the  human  needs  of 
the  employees,  many  of  whom 
will  be  coming  from  Chinatown.

QUINCY  SCHOOL:  Miss 
Thomas,  principal  of  the  Quincy 
School,  reports  that  part-time 
teacher,  Itty  Chan,  will  stay  at  the 
school  full-time.  Chan  will  not  be 
required  to  commute  to  the  Bald¬ 
win  School  to  teach  the  afternoon 
session,  as  soon  as  a  Chinese  bil¬ 
ingual  teacher  is  found  for  the 
Baldwin  School. 

BALDWIN  SCHOOL:  The 
Chinese  bilingual  program  at  the 
Baldwin  School  is  beginning  to 
receive  some  books  and  supplies. 
According  to  the  principal,  the 

program  still  lacks  one  Chinese 

bilingual  teacher  and  two  aides. 
For  the  moment  an  English  tea¬ 
cher  has  been  assigned  to  fill  the 
budgetted  slot  for  the  additional 
Chinese  bilingual  teacher  until  one 
is  hired.  In  this  way,  the  program 
has  been  able  to  maintain  the  1  to 
25,  teacher-student  ratio  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  state  regulations. 

At  this  time,  the  Southeast 
Asian  Bilingual  Program  is  still  a 
major  source  of  concern  and 
controversy.  According  to  Susan 
Fung  of  the  Citywide  Parents’ 
Advisory  Council,  “The  students 
of  the  program  and  their  parents 
have  been  informed  that  the  pop¬ 
ulation  Of  the  Southeast  Asian 
program  has  been  increasing  to 
such  an  extent  that  English  High 
can  no  longer  accommodate  the 
program.  The  Department  of  Im¬ 
plementation  (DI)  is  in  the  process 
of  identifying  two  other  school 
sites,  one  for  the  Cambodians, 
one  for  the  Laotians.” 

Since  the  search  for  the  new 
sites  began  two  weeks  ago,  DI  per¬ 
sonnel  have  visited  South  Boston 
High,  Burke  Jeremiah  High,  and 
Hyde  Park  High  School. 

According  to  the  Department 
of  Implementation,  no  official  site 
has  been  identified,  and  no  offic¬ 
ial  decision  has  been  made  concer¬ 
ning  the  separation  of  the  South¬ 
east  Asian  program  into  a  Laotian 
program  and  a  Cambodian  pro¬ 
gram.  More  meetings  are  schedul¬ 
ed  between  DI,  the  Bilingual

Community,  Cultural  Groups 
Can  Learn  How  To  Use  Cable 
Television  For  Adult  Education 


The  Cultural  Education  Col¬ 
laborative  of  Boston  will  be  spon¬ 
soring  a  project  to  train  staff  per¬ 
sons  from  ten  community  agencies 
and  ten  cultural  institutions  to  use 
cable  television  as  a  medium  for 
adult  education. 

Selection  of  organizations  for 
the  Cultural  Access  through  Cable 
Television  project  will  be  through 
joint  applications,  each  submitted 
by  a  partnership  between  a  com¬ 
munity  agency  and  a  cultural  insti¬ 
tution. 

According  to  project  spokes¬ 
person  Linda  DiRocco,  the  cable 
television  system  in  Boston  will 
have  channel  space  for  many  dif¬ 
ferent  kinds  of  programs,  and  it 
can  be  a  resource  for  programm¬ 
ing  by  and  for  communities  with 
specific  needs  for  new  informa¬ 
tion  and  skills.  For  example,  those 
in  a  neighborhood  bound  by  lan¬ 
guage  barriers  could  benefit  from 
educational,  informational  and 


cultural  programs  specifically 
designed  to  meet  their  language 
needs. 

In  this  project,  two  staff  per¬ 
sons  from  each  community  agency 
and  cultural  institution  will  work 
together  in  a  partnership,  or  joint 
program.  They  will  attend  a  25 
week  course  about  cable  televi¬ 
sion,  techniques  for  program 
planning  and  production  for  inter¬ 
active,  live  and  videotaped  pro¬ 
grams. 

The  course  will  be  followed  by  a 
24  week  practicum.  Each  partner¬ 
ship  will  produce  a  ten  to  fifteen 
minute  videotape  representative 
of  the  type  of  cable  television  pro¬ 
gram  appropriate  for  their  stated 
purposes.

transportation,  day  care  and  food 
services  for  the  employees  listed  as 
one  of  the  consultant’s  primary 
tasks,”  he  said.  An  estimated 
47%  of  present  garment  workers 
are  Asian. 

City  agencies  are  also  working 
to  make  the  relocation  a  reality. 
The  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Corporationn  (EDIC) 
of  Boston  recently  received  a 
$75,000  grant  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Defense  to  study  the  feas¬ 
ibility  of  the  relocation  effort. 

If  the  Army  Base  facilities  are 
found  to  be  suitable  for  garment 
industry  uses,  and  if  the  price  is 
right,  then  EDIC  will  purchase  the 
site  from  the  federal  government. 
The  report  on  the  financial  feasi¬ 
bility  of  the  site,  one  of  several 
EDIC  studies  underway,  is  expect¬ 
ed  to  be  completed  by  February, 
1982. 

Meanwhile,  another  city  agency 
has  acted  to  protect  some  of  the 
garment  companies  against  evic¬ 
tion  until  the  new  site  is  ready. 
Boston  Redevelopment  Autnority 
Director  Robert  Ryan  sent  a 
strongly  worded  letter  to  T 
-NEMC,  one  of  the  principal 
landlords  in  the  Chinatown  area, 
regarding  the  medical  center’s  re¬ 
cent  leasing  of  two  buildings  at  15 
and  35  Kneeland  Street  which 
house  1 1  garment  companies  with 
800  employees. 

Ryan  reminded  T  -NEMC  that 
acquisition  of  these  two  buildings 

is  not  part  of  the  original  Coop-

the  role  of  prime  developer  in  the 
Chinatown  area.  Ryan  noted  past 
Tufts  acquisitions  had  been  ‘‘dis¬ 
ruptive  to  the  Chinese  communi¬ 
ty”  and  demanded  that  no  rent  in¬ 
creases  or  evictions  take  place  in 
the  Kneeland  Street  buildings  until 
Tufts  can  explain  its  action  to  the 
BRA. 

In  response  to  the  BRA  letter,  T 
-  NEMA  Executive  Director  Ed¬ 
ward  Ehrlich  said,  “I  have  no 
comment  on  that  letter.  We  have 
been  in  contact  with  the  BRA  and 
the  Garment  Industry  Relocation 
Association.  We  cannot  make  a 
decision  until  data  (from  the 
EDIC  feasibility  study)  becomes 
available  in  February.  We  don’t 
plan  to  take  any  action  until  that 
t  time.  At  that  time,  we  will  assess 
what  the  future  holds.” 

The  downtown  garment  indust¬ 
ry  located  in  and  around  China¬ 
town  is  the  city’s  second  largest 
manufacturing  employer,  pro¬ 
viding  jobs  for  more  than  2,000 
workers,  according  to  EDIC 
figures.  However,  the  industry  has 
been  under  increasing  pressure  to 
relocate  due  to  rising  rents  as  the 
area  becomes  attractive  to  devel¬ 
opers  who  wish  to  convert  the 
buildings  to  high  rent  office  space 
or  institutional  use. 

The  relocation  effort  will  center 
on  conversion  of  Building  -114  in 
the  old  Army  Base  for  garment  in¬ 
dustry  use.  The  building  contains 
1.6  million  square  feet  of  space 
and  is  less  than  one  mile  from 
Chinatown.

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Performing  Arts  In  China  Today  Mirror  Political  Climate 


THE  PERFORMING  ARTS  IN 
CONTEMPORAR  Y  CHINA 
by  Colin  Mackerras.  Published 
1981  by  Rout  ledge  and  Kegan 
Paul  Ltd.,  London  and  Boston 
243  p.  $30.

On  July  28,  1976,  the  third 
most  disastrous  earthquake  in  re¬ 
corded  history  devastated  the  city 
of  Tangshan  in  central  China,  kill¬ 
ing  a  quarter  of  a  million  people 
and  injuring  another  164,000. 
1  raditional  Chinese  belief  holds 
that  major  earthquakes  signal  the 
fall  of  great  leaders  and  in  fact,  six 
weeks  later.  Chairman  Mao 
Zedong  was  dead.  Mao’s  death, 
along  with  that  of  Premiere  Zhou 
Enlai  earlier  in  the  year  and  the 
subsequent  imprisonment  of  the 
so-called  Gang  of  Four,  resulted 
in  the  end  of  the  decade  long 
Cultural  Revolution  and  ushered 
in  a  new  period  of  freedom  for  the 
performing  arts  in  China. 

In  his  recently  published 
book,  “The  Performing  Arts  In 
Contemporary  China,  ”  Colin 
Mackerras  argues  that  because  of 
the  cultural  and  artistic  integra¬ 
tion  of  Chinese  society  generally 
and  the  Communist  Party’s  use  of 
the  arts  as  a  political  tool  specifi¬ 
cally,  the  mood  and  manners  of 
the  performing  arts  in  China  have 
closely  reflected  the  twists  and 
turns  in  China’s  political  arena 
since  the  founding  of  the  Peoples’ 
Republic  in  1949. 

For  example,  he  cites  the  per¬ 
iod  immediately  after  the  Com¬ 
munist  victory  in  the  Civil  War 
which  saw  the  Party  attempt  to 
consolidate  its  power  through 
land  reform,  economic  recon¬ 
struction  and  social  legislation. 
One  such  piece  of  legislation  was 
the  Marriage  Law  which  sought  to 
enforce  equality  of  the  sexes  by 
banning  pre-arranged  marriage, 
concubinage  and  polygamy,  and 
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allowing  greater  freedom  for 
women  to  divorce  and  remarry. 

Correspondingly,  in  films 
and  dramas  the  Party  tried  to  de¬ 
liver  its  message  by  emphasizing 
modern  themes  such  as  overcom¬ 
ing  forced  marriages.  An  example 
of  such  a  drama  is  that  of  a  young 
woman  being  coerced  by  her  par¬ 
ents  into  marrying  a  man  she  does 
not  want.  She  struggles  against 
her  parents  and,  with  the  help  of  a 
“politically  correct”  young  party 
member,  succeeds  in  dissolving 
the  forced  engagement.  She  and 
the  party  member  then  marry. 
Many  plays  and  movies  of  this 
kind  promulgate  the  virtues  of  the 
new  society  and  of  course  the  Par¬ 
ty  itself. 

Another  example  of  the  close 
tie  between  the  political  and  artis¬ 
tic  spheres  was  the  short-lived 
“Hundred  Flowers”  movement. 

In  1957,  the  Party  invited  citizens 
to  speak  their  minds  fully  and 
freely  or,  as  it  was  said,  “to  let  a 
hundred  flowers  bloom;  let  a  hun¬ 
dred  schools  of  thought 
contend.”  After  an  initial  wari¬ 
ness,  people  responded  with  a  full¬ 
ness  and  freedom  that  shocked  the 
government  into  the  repression 
that  sent  many  to  the  countryside 
for  “corrective  labor.” 

The  performing  arts  shared 
this  brief  glow  of  relaxed  censor¬ 
ship  as  theatre  companies  and  film 
makers  were  allowed  to  exercise 
their  individual  judgment  on  artis¬ 
tic  pieces.  However,  in  the  arts  as 
well  as  in  the  larger  society,  the 
hundred  flowers  wilted  quickly. 

The  Cultural  Revolution  is 
the  supreme  example  of  the 
book’s  thesis  of  parallel  political 
and  artistic  development.  The 
Cultural  Revolution  itself  was  the 
result  and  in  many  cases  the  con¬ 
tinuation  of  a  fierce  struggle  with¬ 
in  the  government  between  Maoist 
forces  who  wished  to  “purify  the 
revolution”  by  a  zealous  return  to 
strict  egalitarianism,  collectiviza¬ 
tion  and  mass  participation  in  de¬ 
cision  making  and,  on  the  other 
hand,  Mao’s  opponents  who  ad¬ 
vocated  the  more  pragmatic  ap¬ 
proach  of  material  incentive,  per¬ 
sonal  profit  and  increased  use  of 
experts  in  making  policy. 

A  similar  struggle  in  the  arts 
developed  between  the  tradition¬ 
alists  and  the  revolutionists.  The 
former  wished  to  maintain 
China’s  classical  drama  in  contin¬ 
uing  performance.  The  latter,  led 
by  the  Gang  of  Four,  including 
Jiang  Qing,  Mao’s  wife,  wished  to 
do  away  with  the  traditional 
works  and  substitute  modern 
works  that  simplistically  brought 
home  the  message  that  the  strug¬ 
gling  proletariat  hero  was  all  good 
and  the  feudal  overlord  or  revi¬ 
sionist  party  member  or  any  other 
opponent  was  all  bad. 

The  Cultural  Revolution 
began  in  1966  when  Mao  and  his

young  Red  Guard  followers  at¬ 
tacked  the  Party  hierarchy  for 
corruption  and  ideological  back¬ 
sliding.  Much  of  the  old  Party 
leadership  was  ousted  and  revolu¬ 
tionary  committees  took  over.  In 
the  performing  arts,  the  profes¬ 
sionals  were  reviled  and  amateurs 
—  workers,  peasants,  soldiers  — 
were  respected  not  so  much  for  ta¬ 
lent  as  for  revolutionary  zeal. 
Jiang  Qing  presided  over  the  arts, 
barring  all  but  the  most  rigidly 
propagandistic  works  from  per¬ 
formance. 

However,  after  Mao’s  death 
and  the  demise  of  the  Cultural 
Revolution,  ideological  rigidity 
and  revolutionary  extravagence 
took  a  back  seat  to  the  drive  for 
pragmatic  modernization  and 
economic  development.  In  the 
universities,  class  background  was 
no  longer  the  sole  yardstick  of  a 
student’s  ability;  on  the  job,  re¬ 
volutionary  ardor  was  no  longer 
the  only  measure  of  a  worker’s 
output;  and  in  the  theatres  and 
cinemas  and  concert  halls,  pro¬ 
pagandistic  simplicity  was  no 
longer  the  only  measure  of  the 
worth  of  a  film  or  play  or  piece  of 
music. 

The  period  from  1976  to  1980 
is  the  main  concern  of  this  book, 
focusing  on  the  revival  of  the  tra¬ 
ditional  arts  such  as  classical 
opera,  regional  theatre,  ballad 
singing  and  story  telling;  and  the 
resurgence  of  more  modern  forms 


such  as  plays,  concerts  and 
movies.  A  lessened  concern  for 
strict  ideology  is  reflected  in  a 
liberalization  of  the  strictures 
governing  the  performing  arts. 
Mackerras  notes,  however,  that 
despite  this  liberalization,  artistic 
works  are  still  expected  to  instill 
the  doctrine  of  the  Party  into  the 
masses.  The  themes  are  broader, 
the  scope  is  larger,  the  moralism  is 
more  subtle,  but  the  performing 
arts  in  contemporary  China  are 
still  expected  to  be  a  teaching  tool 
of  the  State,  first  and  last. 

The  book  is  a  fascinating 
study  of  the  often  debated  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  place  of  the  arts  in  a 
controlled  society.  The  very  no¬ 
tion  of  such  control  is  repugnant 
to  Western  democratic  ideas  but  it 
was  Plato  himself,  near  the  very 
beginning  of  Western  democracy, 
who  first  raised  the  question  in 
The  Republic.  Marxist  philosophy 
postulates  the  precedence  of  the 
material  over  the  ideal  and  there¬ 
fore  the  Communist  party  line  is 
that  the  arts  must  serve  the  strug¬ 
gle  of  the  masses  to  gain  control 
over  the  means  of  economic  pro¬ 
duction. 

This  is  good  theory  but  does 
it  make  for  good  art?  In  my  exper¬ 
ience,  so-called  revolutionary  art 
is  almost  always  excruciatingly 
dull  in  its  oppressive  insistence  on 
its  own  rightness.  On  the  other 
hand,  in  the  so-called  free  market¬ 
place  of  ideas,  the  mask  of  artistic 


freedom  is  often  a  disguise  fo 
slavish  adherence  to  the  late 
trend  mixed  with  the  frantic  age- 
old  scrabbling  to  make  a  fast 
buck.  The  result  is  usually  a  con¬ 
coction  of  hyped-up  brain  candy 
and  leaden  half-baked  ideas  guar¬ 
anteed  to  rot  the  mind  as  fast  as 
proletariat  art  will  numb  it. 

So  what’s  a  poor  artist  to  do? 
Find  a  patron  like  Da  Vinci  or  exit 
to  an  early  pauper’s  grave  like 
Gaughin?  Build  a  cabin  in  the 
woods  and  live  off  the  land  like 
Thoreau  or  become  one  of  the 
King’s  Men  like  Shakespeare?  Or 
move  to  a  socialist  country  and  ex¬ 
change  freedom  of  expression  for 
freedom  from  hunger?  It  is  a 
question  that  each  artist  must 
answer  for  himself.  Just  as  each 
person  must  decide  how  much  he 
will  think  for  himself  and  how 
much  he  will  let  others  do  that 
thinking  for  him.  This  book,

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Glimpses  Of  Peking  Opera 


By  May  Seto 

Did  you  grow  up  with  wail¬ 
ing,  soprano  Chinese  opera  rever¬ 
berating  through  your  household? 
I  remember,  especially  in  those 
ephemeral  teenage  years  when  we 
(back  then)  were  hooked  on  rock 
n’  roll,  and  my  parents  faithfully 
flipped  on  the  tape  recorder  or 
stereo  for  a  healthy  cultural  dose 
of  Chinese  opera.  / 

Cringing  each  time  they  play¬ 
ed  it,  1  wanted  to  say,  “Mom  and 
Dad,  can  you  please  turn  it 
down?”  But  the  old  filial  peity 
syndrome  obstructed  criticism 
from  surfacing,  and  secondly, 
opera  does  sound  awfully  ridicu¬ 
lous  on  low  volume.  As  I  observ¬ 
ed,  it’s  got  to  resound  and  push 
into  every  niche  of  the  house  to  be 
enjoyed. 

Therefore,  having  grown  up 
with  minimal  appreciation  of 
Chinese  opera,  I  speculated  that 
there  must  be  more  to  this  caca- 
phonous  musical  form  than  meets 
the  ear.  So  I  decided  to  attend  a 
program  at  the  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts  featuring  Hu  Hung-Yen,  an 
accomplished  member  of  the  Pek¬ 
ing  Opera,  and  the  only  one  living 
in  the  U.S. 


“Aspects  of  Peking  Opera” 
was  just  that  —  aspects.  And 
glimpses  of  Peking  Opera  in  it’s 
traditional  form  and  it’s  place  in 
the  People’s  Republic  of  China  to¬ 
day. 

What  unraveled  before  me 
was  a  delightful  evening  which  in¬ 
cluded  Hu’s  demonstration  of  the 
elaborate  make-up  applied  for 
each  performance,  a  lexicon  of 
dance  patterns  and  movements, 
two  opera  performances,  and  a 
short  documentary  about  the  Pek¬ 
ing  Opera  today.  With  Hu’s 
amazing  deftness,  the  audience 
viewed  in  awe  the  dramatic  trans¬ 
formation  from  an  untarnished 
visage  to  an  ornate  caricature  of 
the  Peking  Opera. 

Born  in  the  People’s  Repub¬ 
lic  of  China,  Hu  has  been  perfor¬ 
ming  since  the  age  of  eight  and 
went  through  a  rigorous  eight 
years  of  training  in  acrobatics, 
mime,  dance,  singing,  and  drama. 
Today,  she  is  a  well-known  actress 
of  the  Peking  Opera  in  resident  in 
New  York,  and  has  previously 
headed  a  noted  opera  company  in 
Hong  Kong  as  well  as  having 
toured  in  Singapore,  the  Philli- 
pines,  and  Indonesia. 


Peking  Opera  today,  accor¬ 
ding  to  a  documentary  film  releas¬ 
ed  from  the  People’s  Republic  of 
China,  have  cleansed  this  art  form 
of  those  markings  that  character¬ 
ize  it  as  an  elitist  genre  of  enter¬ 
tainment.  The  intricate  make-up 
and  costuming  have  been  discard¬ 
ed  in  favor  of  the  attire  of  the 
working  class. 

Indeed,  two  characteristics 
set  apart  today’s  revision  of  Pek¬ 
ing  Opera  from  it’s  traditional 
predecessor  —  first,  suggestions 
are  solicited  from  opera  patrons 
before  each  performance  and  se¬ 
cond,  the  members  of  the  opera 
actually  go  to  work  in  the  country¬ 
side.  Subsequently,  many  stories 
are  based  on  actual  situations,  and 
don  a  moralist  approach  which 
sharply  contrast  the  prior  themes 
of  classical  novels  and  historical 
events. 

Art  in  the  form  of  Peking 
Opera  has  undergone  a  change 
symbolic  of  the  transformation  of 
the  nation.  However  this  mode  of 
expression  was  not  abolished 
despite  it’s  elitist  stigma  —  it  was 
molded  as  a  convenient  platform 
to  “elevate  life,  educate  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  attack  the  enemy,”  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  documentary.

Julia  Chang  Bloch  Sworn  In  As 
Assistant  Administrator  Of  Food  For 
Peace  And  Voluntary  Assistance 


In  ceremonies  at  the  State 
Department  September  23,  Julia 
Chang  Bloch  was  sworn  in  as 
Assistant  Administrator  for  Food 
for  Peace  and  Voluntary 
Assistance  in  the  Agency  for  In¬ 
ternational  Development  (AID). 

Bloch,  nominated  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  and  confirmed  by  the 
U.S.  Senate,  directs  the  Offices  of 
Food  for  Peace,  Private  and  Vol¬ 
untary  Cooperation,  and  Ameri¬ 
can  Schools  and  Hospitals 
Abroad. 

Before  joining  AID,  she  was 
a  Fellow  of  the  Institute  of  Poli¬ 
tics  at  Harvard  University,  where 
she  conducted  study  groups  on 
U.S.  foreign  policy  and  domestic 
politics. 

Bloch  began  her  career  in  in¬ 
ternational  affairs  in  1964  as  a

In  1967  she  returned  to 
Washington  as  a  Peace  Corps 
training  officer  for  the  East  Asia 
and  Pacific  region.  Later,  she  be¬ 
came  an  evaluation  officer,  con¬ 
ducting  education  and  training 
program  evaluations  in  the  Do¬ 
minican  Republic,  the  Philip¬ 
pines,  Malaysia,  India  and 
Canada.

If  you  are  a  high  school  senior 
or  graduate  who  is  applying  for 
next  fall  to  a  college  that  requires 
SAT  scores,  the  question  you  need 
to  answer  at  this  point  is,  “Have 
you  taken,  or  registered  to  take, 
the  SAT?” 

If  the  answer  is  yes,  then  you 
are  ready  to  go  on  with  filling  out 
admissions  applications,  or  per¬ 
haps  taking  the  Achievement 
Tests.  If  the  answer  is  no,  then  the 
very  next  thing  you  do  today, 
before  you  fill  out  college  appli¬ 


cations,  before  you  go  home,  even 
before  you  eat  lunch,  is  to  get  a 
SAT  registration  booklet  and  fill 
out  the  form.  The  booklet,  called 
The  Student  Bulletin,  can  usually 
be  obtained  from  your  high  school 
or  at  C.A.C.A.  If  you  are  in  your 
junior  year  of  high  school,  it  is 
also  a  good  idea  to  take  the  SAT 
now,  so  that  you  can  be  a  step 
ahead  when  you  apply  to  colleges 
next  fall,  and  you  can  have  the 
opportunity  to  retake  the  test  if 
you  feel  you  need  to.

deadline  has  already  passed  (Octo¬ 
ber  30).  However,  you  may  still 
to  try  to  register  on  a 
walk-in  basis  on  the  day  of  the  ex¬ 
am  ($17.00  additional  fee). 

This  year  Simmons  College  has 
been  designated  as  a  special  walk- 
in  test  center.  This  does  not  guar¬ 
antee  a  walk-in  applicant  admit¬ 
tance,  but  the  chances  of  admit¬ 
tance  are  greater  at  the  special  test 
center  than  at  a  regular  center. 
There  is  a  specific  procedure  that 
walk-in  applicants  must  follow 
both  before  and  on  the  day  of  the 
test.  For  details,  applicants  should 
read  the  SAT  Student  Bulletin. 

S.A.T.  stands  for  Scholastic 
Aptitude  Test,  and  it  is  a  three 
hour  examination  which  tests 
one’s  verbal  and  math  skills.  Most 
four-year  colleges  and  some  two- 
year  schools  require  SAT  scores  as 
part  of  their  admissions  policies. 
It  is  offered  six  to  seven  times  a 
year  and  costs  $10.50  to  register. 

Since  the  verbal  and  mathemat¬ 
ical  skills  measured  by  the  SAT 
are  acquired  over  years  of  study, 
there  is  no  realistic  way  to  study 
for  the  test.  There  are,  however, 
booklets  about  the  SAT  and  sam¬ 
ple  tests  that  students  can  use  to 
familiarize  themselves  with  the 
test  format  and  the  type  of  ques¬ 
tions  asked. 


In  general,  the  verbal  section  in¬ 
volves  reading  comprehension  and 
vocabulary,  while  the  math  sec¬ 
tion  includes  problem-solving  in 
arithmetic  reasoning,  algebra,  and 
geometry.  Although  these  abilities 
are  said  to  be  related  to  college 
performance,  SAT  scores  are 
never  used  as  the  sole  criterion  for 
college  admission.  The  scores  are 
used  along  with  high  school 
grades,  recommendations,  an  es¬ 
say,  extracurricular  activities,  and 
an  interview. 

A  supplemental  test  to  the  SAT 
is  the  Test  of  English  as  a  Foreign 
Language  (TOEFL),  which  is 
taken  by  foreign  students  and  im¬ 
migrants  who  attended  high 
school  in  another  country.  Most 
schools  require  these  students  to 
take  the  TOEFL  in  addition  to  the 
SAT.  As  the  title  of  the  test  sug¬ 
gests,  the  TOEFL  measures  profi¬ 
ciency  in  the  English  language  of 
people  whose  first  language  is  not 
English.  There  are  three  parts  to 
the  test:  Listening  Compre¬ 
hension,  Structure  and  Written 
Expression,  Reading  Comprehen¬ 
sion  and  Vocabulary.  The  next 
test  date  is  January  16,  and  the 
deadline  for  registering  is 
December  14.  The  TOEFL  costs 
$19.00  and  is  offered  at  test 
centers  all  over  the  world. 


Many  schools  also  request 
Achievement  Test  scores  (no  more 
than  three)  in  specific  subject 
areas,  such  as  English,  Biology, 
History,  Math,  Foreign  Lan¬ 
guage,  and  others.  The  Achieve¬ 
ment  Tests  are  each  one  hour 
long,  and  a  student  may  take  up  to 
three  different  achievement  tests 
in  one  morning.  These  tests  cost 
$16.75  and  are  administered  ac¬ 
cording  to  roughly  the  same 
schedule  as  the  SAT,  but  an  appli¬ 
cant  cannot  take  both  SAT  and 
the  Achievement  Tests  on  the 
same  day.

Department,  and  parents. 

The  Southeast  Asian  bilingual 
program,  in  its  second  year  of  ex¬ 
istence,  has  been  continually 
understaffed;  no  other  single 
problem  has  angered  CPAC 
members  more  than  this  one. 
Susan  Fung  asks,  “With  a  limited 
staff,  how  can  the  program  be 
functional?” 

Two  weeks  ago,  ads  to  hire 
additional  Southeast  Asian  bil¬ 
ingual  teachers  began  to  appear  in 
newspapers. 

“The  problem  has  been  addres¬ 
sed  to  the  School  Department  a 
long  time  ago,  during  the  last 
school  year,”  Fung  points  out. 
“Why  they  must  wait  until  a  crisis 
situation  to  react,  we  do  not 
understand.” 

According  to  the  School 
Department,  the  difficulty  lies  in 
locating  qualified  or  properly  cer¬ 
tified  Cambodian  and  Laotian  bil¬ 
ingual  teachers.  The  School 
Department  does  not  recognize 
college  diplomas  from  Asia.  A 
qualified  teacher,  then,  is  one  who 
holds  an  American  university 
diploma  or  its  equivalent,  and  one 
who  is  totally  bilingual  in  Cambo¬ 
dian  and  English  or  Laotian  and 
English. 

At  an  interview,  Raffael 
DeGrutola,  senior  advisor  of  the 
Bilingual  Department,  says  that 
five  Cambodian  and  five  Laotian 
teachers  will  be  hired  when  cer¬ 
tified  teachers  are  found. 

Unsatisfied  with  the  School 
Department’s  response,  some

CPAC  members  suspect  the  Bil¬ 
ingual  Department  of  misusing 
funds. 

According  to  Anna  Yee,  chair¬ 
person  of  the  Chinese  Bilingual 
Parents  Advisory  Council  who 
testified  at  the  McDonough 
budget  hearings  this  summer, 
Budget  Department  Manager  Jim 
Lucey  informed  Degrutola  that  a 
federal  grant  in  the  amount  of 
$150,000  was  available  for  the  use 
of  the  Southeast  Asian  bilingual 
program.  Yee  called  a  meeting 
consisting  of  members  from 
CPAC,  the  Bilingual  Department, 
and  Master  PAC  (a  state  amended 
organization  which  oversees 
citywide  bilingual  programs).  At 
this  meeting,  Susan  Fung,  Anna 
Yee,  Raffael  Degrutola,  Herman 
Soto,  and  Alan  Rom  agreed  the 
money  from  the  grant  should  be 
spent  on  the  Southeast  Asian  pro¬ 
gram.  Master  PAC  attorney,  Alan 
Rom,  was  to  write  a  letter  of 
recommendation  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent’s  office. 

No  one  from  CPAC  has  seen 
the  letter,  according  to  members 
of  CPAC.  Herman  Soto,  presi¬ 
dent  of  Master  PAC  who  is  at  pre¬ 
sent  in  Puerto  Rico,  has  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  letter. 

No  one  from  the  Budget 
Department  of  the  Bilingual 
Department  knows  exactly  how 
the  $150,000  grant  has  been  used. 

Martin  Hunt,  employed  at  the 
School  Department’s  budget  of¬ 
fice  has  been  able  to  track  down  a 
similar  grant  of  a  different 
amount;  this  one  is  $138,449. 

Apparently,  money  is  returned 
to  the  State  of  Massachusetts  in 


the  form  of  a  non-categorical 
federal  grant;  the  amount  of 
money  returned  is  based  on  the 
number  of  refugees  (Southeast 
Asian,  Cuban  etc.)  who  will  be 
resettled  in  Massachusetts. 
Similarly,  the  amount  of  the  check 
sent  to  the  city  of  Boston  is  based 
on  the  number  of  refugee  children 
identified  as  students  eligible  for 
special  needs  programs.  The  check 
is  deposited  in  the  City  Treasury. 

In  the  case  of  the  $138,000 
grant,  approximately  $88,000  was 
to  be  used  for  the  Southeast  Asian 
bilingual  program,  the  rest  was  to 
be  used  for  Cuban  and  Haitian 
programs. 

No  one  knows  for  certain 
whether  the  $88,000  was  actually 
spent  on  the  Southeast  Asian  pro¬ 
gram. 

“The  ultimate  question  is,  can 
the  School  Department  lay  claim 
to  the  money  once  it  becomes  a 
part  of  the  budget  of  the  city  of 
Boston,”  Hunt  said. 

Susan  Fung  sums  up  the  situa¬ 
tion,  “Let’s  put  the  $150,000 
aside,  even  without  any  sup¬ 
plementary  funding  those  students 
have  been  identified  as  children 
with  special  bilingual  needs.  They 
should  receive  adequate  services. 
They  should  receive  equal  educa¬ 
tional  opportunities...  whether 
there  is  extra  funding  from  other 
sources  or  not.” 

Amidst  all  the  confusion,  one 
fact  is  discemable:  as  the  second 
week  of  November  begins,  the  stu¬ 
dents  enrolled  in  the  Southeast 
Asian  Bilingual  program  at 
English  High  still  have  not  receiv¬ 
ed  adequate  services. 
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Two  Cases  in  u.s.  Supreme  Court  May  Make  The  Most  Of  Your  Tax  Deductions 


Clarify  Legal  Protections  For  Immigrants 


The  Asian  American  Legal 
Defense  and  Education  Fund 
(AALDEF),  a  community  law  of¬ 
fice  in  New  York  City,  September 
28  filed  an  amicus  curiae  (“friend 
of  the  court”)  brief  in  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  in  support  of  a 
challenge  to  the  Texas  statute  that 
denies  tuition-free  education  to 
undocumented  alien  children. 

The  two  cases,  Plyler  v.  Doe 
and  In  re  Alien  Children  Educa¬ 
tion  Litigation,  will  provide  the 
Supreme  Court  with  its  first  op¬ 
portunity  to  clarify  the  legal  pro¬ 
tections  for  aliens  residing  in  the 
United  States  without  valid  immi¬ 
gration  documents.  The  lawsuits 
were  brought  in  federal  court  on 
behalf  of  several  Mexican  undocu¬ 
mented  alien  children  excluded 
from  public  school  under  the 
Texas  statute  that  limits  free  edu¬ 
cation  to  citizens  and  “legally  ad¬ 
mitted  aliens.”  Two  lower  courts 
invalidated  the  statute,  concluding 
that  it  denies  “equal  protection  of 
the  laws”  to  undocumented  alien 
children,  in  violation  of  the  Four¬ 
teenth  Amendment  to  the  U.S. 
Constitution.  The  State  of  Texas 
has  now  appealed  to  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court,  which  will  hear 
oral  argument  on  the  cases  later 
this  year. 

In  its  amicus  brief,  AALDEF 
focused  on  the  historical  use  of 
immigration  laws  and  alien  docu¬ 
mentation  requirements  as  tools 
for  racial  discrimination  to  deny 


Asian  immigrants  basic  rights  to 
employment,  travel  and  own  pro¬ 
perty.  AALDEF  argued  that  while 
the  Texas  statute  appeared 
neutral,  it  was  directed  in  reality 
against  Mexicans,  who  comprise 
the  vast  majority  of  undocu¬ 
mented  aliens  in  that  state.  The 
amicus  brief  also  noted  that  Asian 
undocumented  aliens,  although 
relatively  small  in  number,  are 
often  relegated  to  low-paying  jobs 
in  restaurants  and  garment  fac¬ 
tories,  and  they  are  exploited  by 
employers  who  threaten  to  report 
them  to  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  if  they 
complain  about  poor  working 
conditions. 

AALDEF  staff  attorney 
Margaret  Fung  stated,  “The  cur¬ 
rent  attacks  upon  Mexican  un¬ 
documented  aliens  parallel  the 
racist  treatment  of  Asian  immi¬ 
grants  in  the  19th  and  early  20th 
centuries.”  She  observed  that 
anti-alien  sentiments  are  most 
often  directed  at  racial  and  ethnic 
minorities,  especially  during  times 
of  high  unemployment  and  eco¬ 
nomic  recession.  However,  she 
added,  “Economic,  social  and 
political  considerations  make  it  in¬ 
evitable  that  there  will  always  be  a 
substantial  undocumented  alien 
population  in  our  country.  Given 
this  reality,  an  important  test  of 
our  nation’s  commitment  to 
equality  and  individual  rights  will 
be  in  its  treatment  of  this  disad¬ 
vantaged  group  in  our  society.”

It  is  no  crime  to  legitimately 
avoid  taxes;  however,  it  is  a 
“crime”  and  is  inexcusable  to  pay 
taxes  unnecessarily.  Many  people, 
nevertheless,  pay  extra  taxes 
because  of  bad  planning  and 
unfamiliarity  with  the  tax  laws. 
Because  tax  rates  for  individuals 
are  scheduled  to  drop  in  1981  and 
on  through  1984,  preparation  is 
vital  to  lessen  the  tax  bite.  It  is  not 
too  early  to  begin  collecting  data 
concerning  your  tax  status. 

First,  and  foremost,  you  should 
consult  a  good  tax  planner  or 
accountant  about  strategies.  Your 
old  strategies,  more  than  likely, 
are  totally  irrelevant  to  the 
Economic  Recovery  Tax  Act  of 
1981,  as  the  1981  tax  cut  bill  is 
officially  known.  Basically, 
because  taxes  are  highest  this  year 
and  next,  you  should  take  as  many 
deductions  as  possible  this  year. 

The  following  suggestions  may 
help  in  your  tax  planning: 

1.  Interest  and  Taxes — accel¬ 
erate  payments  of  interest  expen¬ 
ses,  state  and  local  taxes. 

2.  Medical  Expenses — bunching 
together  two  years’  medical  ex¬ 
penses  in  December  rather  than 
January.  Borrowing  to  pay  for 
orthodontic  work  for  a  child  is  a 


good  example  of  two  good  strat¬ 
egies.  The  interest  is  deductible 
and  the  medical  expenses  will  also 
qualify  if  high  enough  (3%  of  in¬ 
come). 

3.  Charitable  Contribu¬ 
tions — you  may  consider  doubling 
your  donations  to  cover  two  years 
to  your  favorite  charity.  Dona¬ 
tions  can  take  many  forms.  The 
first  is  an  outright  cash  gift.  The 
second  is  to  give  property  that  has 
risen  in  value.  This  approach  is 
appealing  in  that  you  avoid  paying 
capital  gains  on  the  appreciation, 
but  can  claim  a  deduction  based 
on  the  fair  market  value.  A  stock 
bought  at  $5  but  is  now  valued  at 
$25  is  a  good  candidate  as  a  gift. 
A  third  method  is  donation  of  us¬ 
ed  clothing,  furniture,  etc.  This  is 
a  good  way  to  upgrade  your  ward¬ 
robe  or  furnishings,  with  everyone 
benefitting. 

4.  Defer  Income — If  possible, 
bill  and  collect  rent  and/or  ser¬ 
vices  in  the  following  year. 
Bonuses  put  off  to  next  year  is 
another  example. 

5.  Deferring  Capital  Gains: 

a.  Discount  Bonds — This  is  a 
bond  that  has  declined  below  face 
value.  A  purchase  now  at  a  “dis¬ 
count”  will  appreciate  to  face 
value  at  maturity.  The  capital 
gains,  therefore,  will  then  be 
deferred  to  next  year,  or  subse¬ 
quent  years. 

b.  Turn  Money  Market 
Funds  into  Treasury  Bills — The 


approach  is  similar  to  discount 
bonds.  The  distinction  is  the 
avoidance  of  the  current  interest 
earned  on  the  money  market  fund 
by  buying  a  Treasury  Bill  to  have 
it  mature  in  1982. 

c.  Freezing  Stock  Profits 
— This  strategy  is  known  in  the 
stock  market  as  “shorting  against 
the  box”.  Normally  a  person  buys 
a  stock  with  the  expectation  of  an 
increase  in  the  price.  The  opposite 
is  true  in  a  “short  sale”.  This  ap¬ 
proach  involves  selling  a  stock  you 
do  not  own  with  the  hope  of  buy¬ 
ing  it  back  at  a  lower  price  in  the 
future.  “Shorting  against  the 
box”,  simply,  means  you  are  sel¬ 
ling  short  your  stock  versus  the 
stock  you  own  outright.  This  ac¬ 
tion  neutralizes  your  holding-you 
neither  gain  nor  lose  whether  the 
stock  goes  up  or  down.  Next  year 
you  close  out  the  sale  of  the 
shorted  stock  by  delivering  the 
shares  you  now  hold. 

6. Energy  Tax  Credit:  A  federal, 
and  some  state,  tax  credit  is  avail¬ 
able  to  individuals  installing 
renewable  energy  devices  (solar, 
wind,  geothermal)  for  residential 
use.  The  deduction  equals  40%  of 
the  installation  cost.  However, 
not  every  installation  will  qualify. 
The  I.R.S.  requires  that  for  a 
passive  system  to  qualify,  it  must 
contain  a  solar  collection  area,  an 
absorber,  a  storage  mass,  a  heat 
distribution  method  and  heat  reg¬ 
ulation  devices.
